2. Claims 1-2, 8, 10, 12, 14-15, and 19 are cancelled. 

3. Claims 3-7, 9, 1 1, 13, 16-18, and 20-23 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of records fails to disclose or render an obviousness of method and 
device for performing a numerical value conversion in a natural unit of physical 
measurement comprising: a memory having stored thereon a look-up table for providing 
a selected coefficient pair of slope and offset coefficients using an index parameter; a 
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multiplexor coupled to receive a first parameter and a second parameter, the multiplexer 
receiving a select signal for selecting one of the first parameter and the second parameter 
as the indexing parameter; and an arithmetic logic unit wherein the first parameter 
comprises an operating temperature and the second parameter comprises a most 
significant k bits of a received power parameter where k is less than N along with other 
features cited in independent claims 13 and 22. 

The closest found prior art is Kelly (U.S. 5,942,992). Kelly also discloses a 
natural unit of physical measurement conversion comprising: a memory unit and an 
arithmetic logic unit. However, Kelly fails to explicitly disclose a multiplexor coupled to 
receive a first parameter and a second parameter, the multiplexer receiving a select signal 
for selecting one of the first parameter and the second parameter as the indexing 
parameter wherein the first parameter comprises an operating temperature and the second 
parameter comprises a most significant k bits of a received power parameter where k is 
less than N as seen above.
